British Columbia‘’s Bullding Boon. 

There are many fine buildings even in the 
youthful city of Vancouver, of which any 
city in Canada would be proud. The C.P. 
It. Hotel is a magnificent brick structure. 
The New York block, in which Sir Geo. 
Stephen is interested, the Van Horne block, 
the Lord Elplinstone block, and several 
others on Grenville street, are three and fout 
story brick buildings heavily faced with grey 
granite. Sir Donald Smith has one under 
way which will eclipse anything on the 
coast, while the ferguson block on the cor 
ner of Hastings and Richmond streets isa 
noble edifice. There are a number of fine 
buildings and business blocks already on 
the way, and when to these are added the 
New Government building, Dominion and 
Provincial, the C.P.R. opera house, the new 
Bank of British Columbia and Bank of Mon- 
treal Llocks, now under contemplation, Van- 
oouver will have, in proportion to its popu- 
lation, more fine buildings than any city in 
the Dominion. Up to last Christmas the | 
total value of buildings erected was $2,000,- 
000. The number of buildings erected last 
year was about 4 and their value about 
$1,000,000. Avery great increase has oc. 
curred since, and at the present time the 
building boom is just starting for the season, 
although it has continued more or less all | 
winter, if one flurry of snow and a few | 
nights of frost may be called winter. How. | 
ever, before touching upon some of these in
